Wednesday in the presence of .10,000 
people. About 4,000 old soldiers from 
Illinois and Indiana were present; -.. 


The ceremoni.es began with the dedi-. 


cation of the ..Indiana, monuments- and 
markers. These represent an expendi- 
ture of about. $80,000 -by ^the state 01 
Indiana.. Gov.-Mount of'that-state de-' 
livered the '.address;1 formally turning 
the monuments over to -the govern- 
ment. . An -address was. also/delivered 
by Gen. James R. Carnahan,;a!membei 
of th'e Indiana park commission. .;Thfe 
monuments were received with an ap- 
propriate speech by Gen'.1 H. V. Boyn- 
ton on behalf of the secretary of war.

the vicinity.of the park. It is seventy- 
five feet high and is an embattled cir- 
cular townr resting on a; square base 
twenty' feet in. dimension. 
A spiral 


stairway on the inside leads tp the'top, 
from which a .view of the entire park 
is: obtained. 
The cost of the monument 


completed, was about $10,000, the entire 
amount having been contributed by the 
members .of the brigade, Gen. Wilder 
himself, being the most liberal con- 
tributor.
